The lovely oranges from Florida 
were fine and the barrel of apples 
from Virginia. I cannot name the 
Pleasure and blessing each _ gift 
brought separately but I do want each 
giver to know that everything was 
gladly and thankfully received with 
a prayer from all the home circle for 
each kind heart to be blessed. 

May God bless and prosper each one 
of you and also the ones who have 
desired to help the needy and helpless 
and have not been able to. The Lord 
looks at the heart. God bless you! 
Even a pencil, tablet, % doz. pencils 
ora spool of thread. These little 
things are not overlooked and it takes 
them all to fill in the little needy 
places, with thirty-three children in 
the homes and twenty-four in school. 
You can all realize somthing of what 
it means to clothe, furnish, feed and 
care for this number. We are serv- 
ing over one hundred meals a day. 

Some ask if the children get enough 
to eat. I will give you the remark the 
dentist made when we took the chil- 
dren to see him. He is a kind hearted 
man and does all the children’s dental 
work free. He said, “Well, these do 
not look like orphan children. You 
feed these children right and have 
them take care of their teeth. I can 
tell by looking at them.” 


The Red Cross visiting nurse called 


to examine them and as she looked! 


at one and then another she said, 
“You sure have a healthy looking bunch 
of children.” Before she left she re- 
peated it again. We give you the 
same privilege of seeing and judging 
for yourselves. 


We try to feed the children on the 
most wholesome food we can obtain. 
We give them fruit (God’s medicine) 
once each day the year around, fresh 
when we can get it. Now, you may 
know a little how much we prize your 
fine canned and dried fruit you have 
been sending in. 


Our butter and milk bill is very 
large. The butcher favors us and 
some fine donations of meat have been 
given. Weuse lots of vegetables. The 
nice beans that have been sent are so 
much appreciated. We use the whole 
wheat flour almost altogether. Two of 
the mills here have been giving us a 
reduction which we appreciate greatly 
as our bread bills are large. There are 
many more things I could say but will 
now let you see the many nice and 
good things we have received and are 
enjoying since last report. God bless 
every one and give you a happy year.

Questions Sent 


Here are a few questions from the 
many qifferent questions answered in 
time past. 

The first is rather lengthy with sev- 
eral Scripture references. 

Dear sir and brother in the Lord:— 

I attend the Christian (Campbellite) 
church frequently because the pastor 
seems to be more spiritual than the 
others, but I cannot agree with them 
on their teaching of baptism regard- 
ing salvation. Therefore, will you do 
me the favor answering the following? 
Is it necessary for a sinner to be first 
baptized in water before he can 
receive pardon and remission of sins, 
or converted and regenerated? They 
teach that it is. Explain the follow- 
ing Scriptures on this: Ist, Acts 2: 
38—Repent and be baptized * * * for 
the remission of sins; 2nd, Acts 22: 
16—Be baptized and wash away thy 
sins; 3rd, Gal. 3:27—Baptized into 
Christ. (They claim that baptism is 
the only way to get into Christ; 4th, 
1 Peter 3:20, 21. Were saved through 
water: which also after a true like- 
ness doth now save you, even baptism; 
5th, Rom. 6:3—Baptized into Christ 
Jesus; 6th, Mark 16:16—He that be 
lieveth and is baptized shall be saved; 
7th, Eph. 4:3. Does baptism here 
refer to water baptism or the baptism 
of the Holy Spirit? ‘ 


They teach that four steps are Lec- 
essary to be taken before a sinner can 
receive pardon, and unless all are 
taken (especially the fourth, his sins 
are still retained. That is, first faith, 
second, repentance; third, confession 
and fourth baptism by immersion. 
And that repentance is not necessarily 
a deep heart sorrow for sins, but 


other way, or a purposeto serve the 
Lord. Emotion of any kind may be 
all right but not at all necessary. In 
fact, any supernatural manifestation 
of the Holy Spirit in witnessing to 
the heart seems to be ignored, and 
claiming that His power, healing, mir- 
acles, speaking in tongues, etc. were 
only for the apostles. 

I do not agree with them from per- 
sonal experience, although I cannot 
explain the Scriptures quoted above. 
I know beyond the possibility of a 
doubt that I was saved before being 


baptized in water. I could lay Romans | 


5:1 and 2 to my heart and say that is 
my experience, also Romans 8:1. I 
knew beyond the argument of men or 
devils that I had passed from death 
unto life. My experience was a real 
tangible one of the heart, and that, 


tism neither took from nor added to 
my experience in any way that I 
could tell. I was sprinkled first and 
some years later immersed, as I 
thought that the more proper way. 
Later on I sought the baptism of the 
Holy Spirit and was under His power 
and spoke in a language I did not un- 
derstand, moved by a power indepen- 
dent of my physical or mental powers. 
And yet I realize my experience is far 
short of that of the early Christians. 
I have seen cases of divine healing, 
but many more not healed. I want 
to be in and doing the Lord’s will. 
There is no one here who believes as 
I do and as taught by the Pentecostal 
movement. Having had a taste of 
the deeper spiritual life I am_ not 
satisfied with anything short of what 
I have known by experience. I have 
an inexplainable heart hunger that is 
not satisfied.

Dear brother: ‘ 
“I will endeavor to write a few 

explanations on the subject you 

write about, and give an explanation 
to the several Scriptures. 

First one is Acts 2:38. “Baptized 
for the remission of sins.” The _ re- 
vised version says “unto” the remis- 
sion of sins. This explains it more 
fully, not that the water remits sins, 
or even the act of obeying in this act 
of being baptized, but remission comes 
at the end of repentance and faith in 

God, 
Water cannot be for the remission 

of sins, but Jesus shed His own blood 

for the remission of sins. Matt. 26: 

28. “Unto” is very different to “for” 

and in harmony with other Seriptures 

would mean because of repentance. 

“Unto” is used now only in Scriptural 

style, but is same as “to” English. 

“To remission of sins.” 
The Jews had to repent and then 

prove that they had repented by liv- 

ing a good life afterward, before John 

would baptize them. Matt. 3:8; 7:16, 

20.
